RUSSIA ASSURESUS 


Teuton Socialists’ Overtures 
Useless, Foreign Minister Tells 
Ambassador Francis. 


TO GET $2,000,000,000 AID

WASHINGTON, April 18.—Through 
David -R. Francis, the American Am- 
bassador. at Petrograd, the State De- 
partment today received ty cable posi- 
tive assurances that under no conditions 
now conceivable would the Russian 
Government yield to the overtures from 
German. and Austrian Socialists that 
Russia negotiate a separate peace with 
the Central Powers. The assurances 
were obtained by.Ambassador Francis 
from M. Milukoff, the Minister for For- 
eign Affairs. In their conversation, the 
substance of which Mr. Francis cabled 
to Secrétary Lansing, the Foreign Min- 
ister declared that hé was absolutely 
certain that there was no possibility of 
@ separate peace. 


M. Milukoff- said that the foclalists 


of Petrograd had never suggested a 
separate peace with Germany and .Aus- 
tria-Hungary. On the contrary, the 
most radical elements among the Social- 
ists of Russia were. advocating rev- 
olutionary movements in thd Central 
Empires. These Socialists contended 
that Emperor William and Emperor 
Charles’ should be deposed, and’ that 
afterward there should. be negotiations 
for a Universal peace along BSocialistic 
lines. 

The State Department has information 
that the so-called congress of Russian 
and Teutonic Socialists is a ‘‘ fake ”’— 
that was the expression used at thé de- 
partment. It has apparently been en- 
gineered by the German Government 
with the object of creatitig the impres- 
sion that the working people of Russia 
desired a separate peace with the Cen- 
tral Powers. 

For many’.reasons pertaining to the 
Russian political and economic situa- 
tion, it ig believed that the American 
mission to Russia will be formed with- 
out delay and? its departure’ for Petro- 
grad expedited.

* Just because of the vastness: of the 
battle now engaged in we must free our 
minds from ideas and ‘standards be- 
longing to the limited offensives of the 
past.

Such a thing 
may very well occur, and if it does it 
will be exploited like any other kind’ of 
failure on the other side. Personally I 
think it more likely that we may see an- 
other general retreat. However that 
may be, we should realize that events 
are before us of quite a different military 
order’ from. those of last year, when the 
Allies. had to be content with limited 
frontages of attack and results which, 
however -brilliant, were limited to those 
frontagés—limited in reward’ and also in 
cost. 

That. now: ambiguous. word “battle” 
may agein be used with some fitness 
because it implies at least the oppor- 
tunity for variety of tactics, and the 
probability . of various ‘partial results 
before the final result is obtained. In 
numbers of men engaged, in probability 
of armament, and in ‘unity of organi- 
zation, especially on the French side, 
this battle will surpass ell human ex-. 
periencé, even during ‘the present war. 
It may be long, and will almost cer- 
tainly produce fluctuations of fortune. 

‘At last the French have reached cléar 
‘superiority of available power ‘of all 
essential kinds,- and the moment has 
come when the total of this power can 
be employed simultaneously, not only a 
part. here and now and another part 
there and anon.

LONDON, ‘April 18.—Heavy rain is 
Again falling on the British front and 
consequently the operations today were 
limited...

As high as six or eight of these 
ghastly weapons are now assigned to 
each company on the front line, and 
they undoubtedly constitute the German 
effort to counteract preponderance of 
allied cannon. The artillery, however, 
remains the great unauswerable argu-

But in cases'of great drives like that 
of Arras the enemy temporarily gets be- 
yond the effective reach of the great 
1ass of guns. While they are being 

ought up anew the Germans cut loose 
with thousands of machine guns. No- 
where along the front do the Germans 
longer attempt to keep up with the 
Allies' increase in artillery. ven if they 
had the guns the Germans lack trans- 
port facilities to supply them. Horses 
are extremely scarce, while the motor 
trucks lack rubber tires and are inef- 
fective. 

Due to this, the Germans .are lo- 
cating their batteries more and more 
slong the railway line in order to be 
certain of shell supplies, when, as it is 
pointed ‘out by British officers, strate- 
gic reasons would call for far different 
positions. That machine guns are the 
real reliance of the Germans, however, 
is shown by the construction of the 
famed Hindenburg lines, which are 
mostly salients, built thus to permit the 
intensive use of these weapons. Ma- 
chine guns are being used largely in 
the defense of Lens. 


Airplanes Doing Great Work. 


Although the weather continues atro- 
cious, the airplanes daily brave the 
ales and snow squalls, end carry on 
he important work of serving as the 
“eyes”? of the army. This work is 
more important during an advance 
than at any other time, and without the 
loyal co-operation of the planes Prog. 
ress would virtually be impossible. The 
airmen reflect the offensive spirit of 
the entire British fighting force, and 
Carty. out their task with daring self- 
sacrifice which will ever be ofie of the 
brightest chapters in the history of the 


war. - 

Two of them Had a new expérience 
yesterday.

Bonar Law Moves the Resolution.

LONDON, April 18.—Today’s sitting 
of Parliament will be a. historical land- 
Mark. Both the Legislative 
adopted—the House of Lords unani- 
mously and the House of Commons with 
one dissenting vote—resolutions expres- 
sing the Prvtound appreciation of the 
British nation for tne action of the 
United States Government and_ people 
in.entering the world war in defense of 
the high cause of freedom and _ the 
rights of humanity. 

ollowing is the text of the resolution 

adopted in both Houses: 

““'This House desires to express to the 
Government and people of. the United 
‘States of America their profound appre- 
‘ciation of the action of their Govern- 
ment in joining the allied powers and 
thus defending the high cause of free- 
dom and rights of humanity against the 
Pravest menace by which they ever have 

n’ faced.’’ 

The resolution in the House of Com- 
mons was moved by Andrew Bonar Law, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer. Ex-Pre- 
mier Asquith seconded it in an eloquent 
speech. @ resolution in the House of 
Lords was introduced by Earl Curzon 
of Kedleston, Lord President of the 
Council. In all the speeches particular 
reference was made to America’s purely 
disinterested intervention, ‘‘the most 

sinterested in history,’’ as Mr, Asquith 
phrased it—the complete absence of any 
motive ,of self-interest, calculation ot 
ambition. . 

When the, vote in the Commons was 
taken there was one emphatic ‘‘ No”’ 
from Lawrence Ginnell, the Independ- 
ent Nationalist member, who had tried 
to insert two amendments dealing with 

land. These amendments were not 
read, as in accordance with the House 
rules they were handed to the Speaker 
in written form, and he ruled the first 
“irrelevant and negative” and- the 
ree ‘‘fvrelevant -altogether to the 
subject matter of. the motion.’’ After a 
considerable protest, Mr. Ginnell gave 
way with the declaration that he w 
dissatisfied with the Speaker's ruling.

Designation of the Camps. 


“Under authority of Section 56, Na- 
tional Defense act, the Secretary of 
War has established fourteen citizens’ 
training camps. Twelve of these camps 
are located in the most. convenient 
places with reference to twelve pro- 
posed divisional areas. Two of the 
camps have been placed at the most 
convenient points with reference to four 
other proposed divisional areas, each of 
these two camps serving two. areas. 

“The camp for the New England States 
will be at Fort Ethan Allen, or such 
other point in New England as may be 
designated by the Commanding General 
of the Eastern Department. 

‘‘The camp for Congressional Districts 
Nos. 1 to 26; inclusive, in New York 
State, (which comprises Long Island, 
New York City, and a small piece of ter- 
ritory immediately north of New York 
City,’ will be at Plattsburg Barracks, N. 
Y. The camp for the remainder of New 
York and the 10th, 11th, 14th, 15th, 16th. 
Zist, 25th, and 28th Congréssional Dis- 
tricts of Pennsylvania will be at Madison 
Barracks, N. Y. The camp for the re- 
mainder of Pennsylvania, (whfch in- 
cludes Philadelphia «nd Pittsburgh), wil. 
pe at Fort Niagara, N. Y. 

**'The camp for New Jersey, Delaware, 
Maryland, and Virginia will be at Fort 
Myer, Va.,-or such other place as may 
he designated by the Commanding Gen- 
eral, Eastern Departrnent. The cemp for 
North Carolina, South Carolina and Ten- 
nessee will be at Fort Oglethorpe, Ga., a 
few mites south of Chattanooga, Tenn. 
The camp for Georgia, Alabama, and 
Florida will be at Fort McPherson, near 
Atlanta, Ga.

Instruction to Begin May 8, 


‘* The courses of instruction will begin 
May 8S. The camps will be r 'y for 
the reception of reserve officers \and 
candidates for commission as such’ on 
May. i. Those who are examined for 
admission to these camps and who. are 
found suitable will be notified to that 
effect and may report at the camp at 
any time between May 1 and May 8. 
The citizens selected for admission. will 
; receive transportation, subsistence, and 
uniforms at thé expense of the United 
States, although it is believed that 
most of them will have their own uni- 
forms in advance. Other articles of 
eavinment will he issued at the camp.

Mature Men Preferred. 


‘‘ The total number of officers required 
for the sixteen infantry divisions and 
the two’ cavalry divisions is approxi-, 
mately 10,000.

erably. mature men, and the most ex- 
perienced natural leaders that the-coun- 
try possesses. It is recognized that 
there are thousands of men throughout 
the country between the ages of 21 and 
44 who -have had more or less military 
experience; either in the regular army 
or National -Guard, or: at. military 
schools. .With the basic experience, 
supplemented byg@natural aptitudg for 
handling men, as demonstrated in busi- 
ness or otherwise, a splendid corps of 
10,000 reserve officers should be avail- 
able by the middle of July. 

‘“‘It is necessary’ that ‘the first ten 
thousand’ should be the best that the 
country has. In planning our milita: 
forces we must assume that the war is 
by no means drawing to a close, and that 
the country must expand its. military 
forces as rapidly and effectively as the 
resources of the country pérmit: The 
sixteen infantry divisions and two cav- 
alry divisions ageregnle approximately 
a half million men. e officers of this 
force must receive substantial promo- 
tion to meet the demands of forces to 
be raised later. It is conceivable that 
many men who are appointed in *‘ the 
first ten thousand’ must be; promoted 
jone grade with each ‘successive addition 
to our military force.

This 
enables the War Department to appoint 
suitable young men who are 21 years of 
age at the end ofthe training period. 
The maximum age is 44 years. 


Student Officers in Demand. 


/“ It is expected that students at col- 
leges who are members of: the’ Reserve 
Officers Training Corps and who are

Scouts and Schoolboy Farmers Sug- 
gested Again—Land Can- 
vass Proceeding. 


The Food Provliem Committee of the 
Merchants’ Azsociation, which has been 
doing a great deal of work quietly, yes- 
terday recommended that these steps be 
taken at once: 

1. That every man applying for en- 
listment in the army or navy, be ac- 
cepted and those not at once physically 
fit be sent to farms to raise crops and 
get physically fit for service. 

2. That school boys be organized and 
sent to do farm’ work. : 

83. That the Boy, Scouts be mobilized 
for farm work. 

The Executive Committee of the Food 
Problem Committee is composed of J. 
H. big Chairman; William Fellowes 
Morgtin, President of the Merchants’ 
Association; J. F. Bermingham, Presi- 
dent of the Delaware, Lackawanng & 
Hudson Coal Company; L. E. Pierson, 
Chairman of the Directors of the Irving 
National Bank; Lincoln Cromwell, 8. F. 
Taylor, Harold Godwin, and Allan §S, 
Fage Specia] attention will be paid to 
increasing tl.e food production in New 
Yurk, New Jersey, and Connecticut. 

Mr. Taylor and Mr. Godwin went 
to Washington last night to take up 
with Secretary of War Baker consider- 
ation of the committee’s first proposal. 
The committee’s formal statement of 
this proposa] is: 

“That the Federal Government and

listing applicants, enlist all who offer 
themselves regardless of si 

porary physical defects which might 
unfit them for immediate military train- 
ing, separati those who are tempo- 
rarily physically unfit into an ‘agricul- 
tural department of the regular army or

members men accustomed to farm work. 

‘Send them out to farming districts 
for two purposes: 1—To do farm work; 
and 2—To build up their physical con- 
dition. Under such preliminary train- 
ing the physical condition of many will 
be so improved as to enable them to en- 
list for war service by tho time the 
crops are harvested. The matter of pay 
should be suc that the expense to the 
Government and to the farmer would 
be reasonable. 

“The companies could be sent from 
one farm to another as their services 
would be demanded Many of the men 
so enlisted would be available ror detail 
as leaders and instructors of companies 
of Boy Scouts. 

‘*Camp expenses might be paid from 
compensation recetived for labor’ and 
any balance divided pro rata among the 
workers in addition to pay received from 
the Government. When able to pass the 
physical examinations the men would be 
transferred, if they so choose, ot regular 
army regiments for war duty, or, at 
their option, to remain in the agricult- 
ural division.” 

The plan for sshoolboys suggests: 

“The enJistment of schoolboys for 
farm work, to ke sent out in companies 
or platoons, ani so far as practicable 
under mapenrnes of officers of Boy 
Scouts of America and the National 
Child Labor Association, with a proper 
officer to govern their conduct and 
work; preferably one or more agricult- 
ural college graduates to accompany 
each company or platoon; to be placed 
in districts where they may be used to 
best advantage in planting, cultivating, 
and harvesting crops; to have, i 08- 
sible, their own camping outfits, includ. 
ing commissary department; expenses 
to be paid out of earnings.”’ 

In connection with the Boy Scout plan 
the report proposes the enlistment of 
Boy Scouts of America physically able 
to work on farm and truck gardens, to 
be sent to farming districts in camps 
under proper supervision and approval 
of the National Child Labor Associa- 
tion and with reasonable hours of Jabor. 
Their earnings are to be applied in part 
or wholly to the payment of camp ex- 
penses, any balance to be divided among 
the boys. 

The committee has had conferences 
with the Executive and Agricultural 
Departments of New York, New Jersey 
and Connecticut, and with the school 
authorities of New York State and City.

“One of the chief uncertainties of 
present outlook is the amount of our 
expenditure if continued for another 
year on a war basis, If we simply make 
a rough calculation from last pips s fig- 
ure it might be as much as £2,400,000,~ 

($12,000,000,000,) but it is at least 
legitimate in. view of the entry of the 
United States into the war to remember 
that: more than £500,000,000 spent by us 
in 1916-1917 went as loans to our allies, 
and that apart from that our own. ex- 
a were less than £1,700,000,000, 

e need not disclaim any desire either 
to forecast what may happen or to sug- 
gest knowledge of the nature of the dis- 
cussions at Washington. 

If we merely point out that the 
United States Government has already 
announced its purpese to set apart at

Admiral Gathers Details for Fleet 
Co-operation: and. Forwards

LONDON, April 18.—The report of 
Rear Admiral William 8.

Rear Admiral Sims’s report makes no 
recommendations to the American Gov- 
ernment, but simply outlines the infor- 
mation obtained from the British Admi- 
ralty and places the facts before the 
Washington . authorities for. their de- 
cision. When President Wilson and the 
Naval Board decide on the method of 
co-operation between the United States 
and the British fleets word will be sent 
to Rear Admiral Sims here, who, in 
conjunction with the British Admiralty, 
will proceed to put it into effect. Just 
what form the cé-operation between the 
American and the British fleets will 
take will not, of course, be disclosed, 
but it can be stated that the Admiralty 
heads of both Governments are per- 
fectly ‘satisfied with the preliminary 
plans for reducing the effectiveness of 
Germany’s submarine warfare. .

ESCAPED A MASKED U-BOAT. 


British Freighter Chased Two Hours 
Off the Coast of Portugal. 


Officers of a British freighter which 
arrived yesterday from a Mediterranean 
port said that on April 4, 3800 miles 
off the coast of Portugal, they sighted 
a U-boat of about 1,500 gross tonnage, 


disguised as a sailing ship. 

She carried three masts, and was s0 
lightly sparred aloft that the suspicions 
of the British officers were aroused, 
and. they decided to give the stranger 
plenty of searoom. 

When the supposed sailing vessel was 
a little more than a mile away the false 
superstructure was lowered away, and 
it was seen that her crew was clearing 
a four-inch gun for action. 

The freighter swung her stern around 
to the disguised submarine and went 
away at full speed on a zigzag course. 
She was pursued for more than two 
hours, when the U-boat gave up the 
chase. 

For some reason unknown to them, 
the officers said, the submarine crew 
did not fire on the steamship.

FRANCE APPEALS TO SPAIN. 


Asks Alfonso to Intervene Over 
Sinking of, Belgian Relief Ships. 


* PARIS, April 18.—The sinking by Ger- 
man submarines early in April of four 
ships of the Belgian Relief Commission 
carrying food for the invaded district 
has caused the French Government to 
appeai to the King of Spain to inter- 
vene at Berlin and find out whether 
the German Government intends to 
respect relief commission vessels or 
whether it proposes to assume responsi- 
bility for hindering the humanitarian 
work. 

The ships, which were laden with 


wheat, were all sunk within four days 
or ck other-off the coast of Holland 
and along the route indicate y the 
Germans as being outside the er 
zone. The American Commission . for 
Relief in Belgium has already protested 
against the sinking of the steamers. —

GREGORY ISSUES RULES 


Attorney ‘General Fixes June 1 as 
Date ‘When Germans Must 
Quit ‘Retricted Zones. 


Orders were issued yesterfay by

All alien enémies 
who are paroled must have American 
citizens of sanding to vouch for them 
and furnish :bonds not to violate the 
parole regvlations.

tions issued hy the Attorney General: 
Must Give Up. Arms by April 24.

“FRANCE DAY” IN STATE 


Sets April 26 Aside to Honor), 
Visiting Mission and to Cele- 
brate Historic Friendship.

ALBANY,. April 18. — By proclama- 
tion Governor Whitman today set aside 
April. 26 as ‘‘ France Day” in honor 
of the arrival of the French mission to 
this country and in commemoration of 
the historic friendship of the United 
States and the French Republic.. . The 
proclamation was issued in. pursuance 
of a resolution adopted by the Sénate 
on Monday nigtt. 

The celebration of ‘France Day” 
will coincide ‘with the date fixed by 
Dr. John H. Finley, Commissionef of 
Bducation, for the. reading in the public 
echoois. of President Wilson's address 
to. Congress.asking that a state of war 
with the German. Government be de- 
clared. It j#-also.the: anniversary of 
General Lafayette’s departure from 
France when, in. 1776, he came to.offer 
his sword ana nis fortune to General 
Washington, Governor Whitman said 
in .his proclamation: ° 

“It is fitting that public recognition 
be given to a day that marks a notable 
event:in the history of our beloved land. 
The United States is now one of that 
fraternity of nations united in spirit and 
in arms to make the world safe for de- 
mocracy.: The first tangible evidence 
of this new international relationship 
is the arrival on our shores of an of- 
ficial delegation consisting of the great- 
est military and civic leaders of our sis- 
ter republic, France. 

“The sentiment of France toward 
America has been fittingly symbolized 
by the presentation of the Statue of 
Libe?fty in.the Harbor of New York, and 
the presentation of the memorial erected 
in 1912 in the Valley of Lake ,Cham- 
pista. It is. also expressed in public

A TYRANNOUS MEASURE. 

The debate in the Senate. yesterday 
on the Espionage ‘bill served to reveal 
the iniquities of the press censorship 
section of that measure. The provis- 
fons of this ‘attack jipon’ the: proper: 
freedom of the press, were justly char- 
acterized as tyrannous, and likened to 
thé . abhorrent Prussian ‘deepotism. 
Under this taeasuire, it was pointed 
out, a newspaper correspondent might 
be imprisoned for merely. entéring_ a 
Government building in quest of news, 
since such an “ attempt to elicit infor- 
mation." could be interpreted by a re- 
sentful .official as an effort to obtain 
information that “:imight’’. be useful 
to ‘thy’ enemy. , The. .constitutionality 
of the ‘proposed law, which would cre- 
ate a crime ‘to be hereafter defined 
in regulations by the Executive De- 
partment of the.Government, was seri- 
ously. questioned ‘by several Senators.

At, Lagnicourt the Germans counter- 
attacked with success, but when they 
were. driven ‘pack it was upon their 
own barbed wire, which they had left 
in. their rear, and there, as they ran 
up and down before it or frantically 
tried to climb over or crawl under it, 
the Australians shot. them down 
methodically by the hundred. In the 
later days of the battle the patter of 
machine guns overhead became con- 
tinuous, and the men on the ground 
did not even raise their eyes to see the 
war in the’air. The German filers 
massed and attacked the British 
scouts continually, ard. these air 
battles were fought in the whirling 
snow that often masked the. fighters 
from-the other fighters below. 

When the French began, they 
marched up ravines and valleys, fired 
upon: from all sides and protected 
only by the fire from the guns in 
their rear. The weather had thick- 
ened, and they fought in alternate 
storms of rain and snow. The pro- 
tection from the rear was not af- 
forded to those Frenchmen who had 
to attack positions that were under- 
mined and tunneled . with. galleries 
that bristled -with machine guna and 
could not be reached by artillery. 
These men marched up the slopes in 
“no hurry,” executing every move- 
‘ment “as though on parade,” till 
they reached the entrances of. the 
tunnels, when they spread out and 
surrounded the whole mass of caves. 

The cavairy attacks as well as the

Ihave been study- 
ing German art and literature and 
history for more than twenty-five years,

Plor less dimly aware of the two. Ger- 


manys of which you speak. I spent 
three. years in Berlin, and there one 
finds the two in contact. There is 
*Prussia—hard, dominéering, philistine, 
of wonderful..genius for organizing for 
purely material ends: From the other 
Germany come poetry and art and 
what we properly call culture. This cul- 
ture Berlin tries to annex,, but it never 
Absorbs it; for humane culture and 
Prussian character cannot blend. 
German art began in the Rhine coun- 
try, perhaps because the Rhine afforded 
communication with Flanders and: the 
easiest highway to Italy, and ever 
since the early days the higher culture 
which we associate with Germany has|4 
had its principal home in western and 
middle Germany and Austria. The lat- 
ter-day Germany, which is odious to 
every one who is truly humafe, is a 


Prussidnized Germany—a> Germany per- | 


verted, beguiled by political sopkistries, 
so dazzled by the glitter and pomp and 
Swagger ofa biatant imperialism and 
the glamour of a sudden material proa- 
perity that it has lost its sense of the 
true values, and in the passion to gain 
the whole world it. has, for the time 
at least, lost its soul. 

It is a significant evidence of the 
existence of two’ Germaiys that not 
one of the great German composers was 
a Prussian. Bach was a Thuringian;: 
Handel, a Saxon; Gluck, a Bavarian; 
Mozart, a .Bavarian; Haydn, an <Aus- 
trian: citizen, probably a‘ Croat; Bee- 
thoven was born in Bonn of Fiemish 
descent, on his father’s side; Weber, 
although born in ‘Holstein, was an Aus- 
trian: Schubert was an Austrian; Schu- 
mann, a Saxon: Mendelasohn was a-Jew,: 
born in Hamburg; Wagner was a Saxon; 
Brahms was born in Haniburg. The 
same general statement is trie of the 
chief German poets. I take a good 
deal of pleasure in reminding my classes 
of these things.
